Welcomed  as  Usual  at  blooming  Time. 

Mrs.  Pattison  will  make  Her  Usual  Exhibit  at  the  annual  iris 
Show  of  the  Freeport  Garden  Club  as  in  the  Past.

Ii’is  have  gone  through  the  last  winter  in  the 
best  shape  of  any  year  we  have  ever  grown  them, 
and  we  believe  the  Freeport  show  will  be  the  finest 
one  the  Garden  Club  has  ever  given;  much  better 
from  the  standpoint  of  fine  bloom,  than  the  Na¬ 
tional  Show,  which  was  held  in  Freeport  in  1928.

Max  Schling:  Medal  awarded  by  Max  Schling  Co.  of 
New  York  for  the  finest  educational  display  of  Iris 
at  the  American  Iris  Show,  June  6,  1928,  award¬ 
ed  to  Mrs.  Douglas  Pattison,  Freeport,  Illinois, 
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Last  year  we  got  out  a  new  catalog,  larger 
in  size,  containing  some  halftones,  some  color 
pictures  and  some  other  improvements  over  our 
previous  catalogs.  However  in  our  1929  catalog 
we  stated  that  we  did  not  consider  it  the  last 
word  in  catalogs,  but  on  the  contrary,  it  was 
simply  a  beginning,  a  basis,  upon  which  we  could 
start  to  build  a  new  series  of  catalogs. 

We  think  that  our  catalog  this  year  is  a  very 
great  improvement  over  the  one  of  last  year. 
Here  are  some  of  the  improvements: 

First:  A  uniform  system  of 
stating  the  Height,  in  every 
case,  in  inches,  immediately 
after  the  name  of  the  flower. 


Second:  A  key  word  system 
of  stating  the  Time  of  Bloom. 
We  have  adopted  five  general 
divisions  for  this,  viz:  Very 
Early,  Early,  Medium,  Late, 
Very  Late. 

Third:  A  key  word  system 
of  describing  Fragrance.  We 
have  adopted  three  general  divi¬ 
sions  for  this,  viz:  Slightly  Frag¬ 
rant,  Fragrant,  Very  Fragrant. 

Fourth:  Where  the  names 
of  the  Iris  are  Latin,  Greek  or 
French,  we  have  given  the  pro¬ 
nunciation  of  them. 

Fifth:  A  system  of  color 
combinations  of  iris. 

Sixth:  More  colored  pic¬ 
tures  and  better  ones. 

Seventh :  Inserting  in  the 
text,  poems  and  beautiful 
thoughts  about  iris.  This  is 
rather  easy  to  do,  because  iris, 
for  two  thousand  years,  has  been 
the  favorite  flower  of  the  poets. 

In  our  catalog  last  year  we 
asked  for  suggestions  from  our 
customers  as  to  how  they 
thought  we  could  improve  our 
catalog.  Many  good  friends  sent 
in  valuable  suggestions,  some  of 
which  we  adopted. 


We  thought  all  of  them  good,  but  some  came 
after  blooming  time  and  we  could  not  make  the 
necessary  records  to  do  it  properly. 

We  have  a  good  many  ideas  for  our  1931 
catalog  all  blocked  out,  and  hope  that  more  of 
our  good  friends  will  come  forward  with  sug¬ 
gestions. 

We  had  a  little  poetry  in  last  year.  This  year 
we  have  quite  a  lot.  We  like  it,  but  perhaps  you 
do  not,  and  we  want  to  do  as  our  customers 
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desire.  We  would  be  interested  in  hearing  as  to 
what  your  reaction  is  to  this  innovation  which 
we  have  started. 

This  year  we  are  giving  you  a  color  plate  of 
the  yellow  iris  William  R.  Dykes.  William  R. 
Dykes,  from  the  time  of  its  introduction  in  1926 
down  to  the  present  time  has  pi’obably  been  the 
subject  of  more  praise,  criticism,  condemnation, 
discussion  and  gossip  than  any  other  iris  in  the 
world.  Some  critics  have  praised  it  to  the  skies, 
and  some  have  said  it  is  very  inferior  and  there 
are  dozens  of  yellows  more  beautiful  than  it.  And 
during  all  this  clamor  it  is  probable  that  not  more 
than  one  iris  lover  in  a  hundred  has  ever  seen  it. 
Part  of  this  perhaps  has  been  owing  to  the 
enormously  high  price  of  William  R.  Dykes  and 
that  other  yellow  seedlings  under  the  same  name 
have  been  put  out.  Some  of  the  critics  abroad 
said  it  was  a  wonderful,  pure  yellow;  others  said 
it  was  a  sorry  spotted  thing.  So  we  felt  that  it 
was  really  up  to  someone  to  have  a  correct  pic¬ 
ture  made  and  that  we  might  as  well  do  it.  And 
so  we  present  this  picture  made  by  a  skilled 
artist  in  our  garden  at  last  blooming  time.  The 
chief  merit  of  the  picture  is  that  it  is  absolutely 
correct.  Both  sides  are  right.  In  dry  seasons  it 
is  all  yellow;  in  wet  seasons  it  is  striated  with 
violet.  In  the  true  variety  the  standards  are 
enormous,  of  great  substance,  beautifully  frilled, 
crinkled  and  ruffled  and  more  beautiful  in  this 
regard  than  any  iris  we  have  seen. 

Now  we  will  give  you  our  opinion.  We  think 
that  it  is  the  most  beautiful  light  colored  iris  in 
the  world  and  we  think  it  quite  as  beautiful  when 
it  is  striated  with  violet  as  it  is  when  it  is  the 
pure  clear  yellow  claimed  for  it  by  many  growers. 

P.  S.  We  believe  that  those  who  wish  the 
least  to  pay  the  price  decry  the  iris  the  most. 

❖  *  * 

Just  because  last  year  we  named  an  iris  Blue 
Velvet  and  this  year  another  one  Pink  Satin  do 
not  be  afraid  that  it  is  the  beginning  of  an  ava¬ 
lanche  of  Purple  Organdies,  Red  Calicos,  Cerise 
Rayons  and  Yellow  Ginghams.  The  men  who  read 
this  catalog  can  cheer  up,  for  our  raid  upon  the 
show  windows  of  Fifth  Avenue,  State  Street  and 
Market  Street  for  names  of  iris  is  over.  How¬ 
ever,  we  do  not  regret  the  two  names  we  took 
and  we  think  that  any  one  who  sees  the  flowers, 
will  feel  that  they  are  aptly  named. 

*  *  *  * 

For  many  years  there  was  hardly  a  red  iris 
worthy  of  the  name.  There  were  near  reds,  like 
Mon.  Cornault,  Peau  Rouge,  and  Leverier,  but  the 
redder  they  were  in  color,  the  poorer  they  were 


in  other  qualities.  But  the  year  1929  ought  to  be 
a  famous  year  in  iris  history,  for  in  that  year 
three  very  beautiful  reds,  real  reds  in  color,  each 
remarkably  fine  in  height,  substance,  poise  and 
branching  quality,  were  introduced  to  the  public. 
Two  of  these  were  American  and  one  French. 
The  American  ones  are  Dauntless  (Connell,  1929) 
and  Indian  Chief  (Ayres  1929),  and  the  French 
one  is  Numa  Roumestan  (Cayeux,  1928).  We 
mention  Dauntless  first  because  it  was  awarded 
the  Dykes  Memorial  Medal  by  the  American  Iris 
Society  for  the  year  1929.  The  old  saying:  “It 
never  rains,  but  it  pours,”  was  certainly  true  of 
red  iris  in  1929. 

Of  these  three,  Indian  Chief  is  the  largest 
flower,  with  the  greatest  height.  In  this  respect 
Dauntless  is  second  and  Numa  Roumestan  is 
third.  Dauntless  and  Numa  Roumestan  are  both 
truer  reds  than  Indian  Chief  which  has  a  slight 
purple  shade.  Dauntless  is  the  finest  shaped 
flower,  most  beautifully  held  on  the  stem.  As 
regards  velvety  quality,  they  may  be  ranked  in 
this  order:  Indian  Chief,  Dauntless,  Numa  Rou¬ 
mestan.  Numa  Roumestan  is  a  more  uniform 
shade  of  red  than  either  of  the  others,  as  it  is  a 
red  self.  Numa  Roumestan  is  also  most  beauti¬ 
fully  ruffled  and  frilled.  If  you  ask  us  which  we 
like  best,  we  will  answer,  “The  one  we  saw  last.” 

*  *  *  * 

A  selection  of  varieties  to  list  becomes  more 
and  more  of  a  difficult  problem.  Only  a  few 
years  ago  we  depended  chiefly  upon  European 
introductions.  Now  American  varieties  vastly 
outnumber  the  foreign  seedlings.  The  French  and 
English  growers  introduce  fewer  and  fewer  as 
their  discrimination  grows  more  keen.  A  foreign 
iris  coming  to  us  now  we  may  count  upon  as  dis¬ 
tinctive.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  Cayeux 
introductions  which  each  year  show  us  something 
new  in  size,  form  or  color. 

The  gardens  of  American  breeders,  both  pro¬ 
fessional  and  amateur,  all  over  the  country,  are 
filled  with  seedlings.  A  few  American  breeders 
have  developed  original  lines.  The  great  majority 
are  using  what  they  have  of  the  best  of  the  for¬ 
eign  varieties  for  breeding  purposes  and  following 
the  beaten  track,  but  a  few  of  the  American 
breeders  are  producing  really  outstanding  things. 
A  study  of  the  introduction  and  registration  list 
in  the  January  Bulletin  of  the  American  Iris 
Society  shows  that  more  than  one  hundred  Ameri¬ 
can  seedlings  were  put  in  Commerce  last  year. 
The  combined  list  of  English,  French  and  German 
introductions  fell  far  below  that  number. 

The  registration  of  new  varieties,  a  majority 
of  which  we  may  presume  will  come  into  com- 
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merce  sooner  or  later,  shows  an  even  greater 
preponderance  of  American  Iris,  between  three 
and  four  to  one,  as  compared  with  the  foreign 
lists.  There  are  nearly  three  hundred  new  iris  in 
this  list.  During  the  last  three  years,  a  study  of 
current  catalogs  shows  close  to  two  hundred  new 
American  Iris  in  trade.  Obviously  these  cannot 
all  be  outstanding,  or  worthy  of  a  place  in  a  care¬ 
fully  selected  list. 

A  grower  must  exercise  the  greatest  care  in 
making  a  selection  for  introduction  from  this 
great  army  of  newcomers.  The  carefully  selected 
foreign  list  offers  less  trouble.  The  Cayeux  list 
each  year  has  shown  us  new  lines  of  development 
because  M.  Cayeux  uses  his  newest  developments 
for  breeding  purposes  before  putting  them  on  the 
market  and  thus  is  in  advance  of  the  American 
breeders  using  his  introductions. 

A  personal  survey  of  all  the  new  introduc¬ 
tions  is  becoming  a  physical  impossibility.  It 
would  not  be  possible  during  the  period  of  Iris 
bloom  to  be  in  a  sufficient  number  of  places  to 
see  all  the  new  American  seedlings  clamoring  for 
attention.  The  American  seedlings  herein  offered 
we  are  certain  are  distinctive.  They  have  stood 
the  test  in  comparison  with  the  best  iris  in  the 
world,  but  they  are  not  a  spot  on  the  great  num¬ 
ber  of  American  introductions,  a  few  of  which 
may  be  worthy  and  great,  numbers  of  which 
should  not  have  been  named  and  introduced,  al¬ 
though,  innocently  enough,  the  owners  believed 
them  to  be  distinctive  and  original  because  they 
had  not  seen  a  complete  collection  of  the  newest 
and  finest  things.  We  usually  see  every  new 
thing  that  we  possibly  can  in  America,  either  by 
having  it  tested  in  our  own  garden,  or  traveling 
long  distances  for  that  reason.  A  trip  to  Europe 
for  that  purpose  was  cancelled  at  the  last  moment 
this  year,  which  may  materialize  at  some  future 
time. 

*  *  *  * 

The  magnificent  iris.  Blue  Velvet  was  to  have 
figured  in  the  colored  plates  in  this  catalog. 
Unfortunately  the  artist  making  the  painting  fell 
ill,  before  attaining  the  true  color  and  it  had  to 
be  omitted.  Its  richness  of  quality  and  depth  of 
coloring  is  difficult  to  depict  in  a  painting  and  we 
preferred  to  omit  it  entirely,  rather  than  offer  a 
picture  which  did  not  do  justice  to  this  beautiful 
introduction. 

The  plate  of  Sir  Michael,  an  iris  of  gorgeous 
coloring  is  not  satisfactory,  but  the  season  has 
advanced  too  rapidly  and  the  exigencies  of  the 
make-up  of  the  catalog  required  its  printing.  The 


last  proof  we  saw,  of  the  other  new  pictures,  at 
the  time  of  this  writing,  are  true  to  color  and 
show  the  unusual  charm  and  beauty  of  the  iris 
they  depict. 

*  *  *  * 

This  year  we  shall  bloom  in  Quality  Gardens 
the  1929  French  Dykes  medal  winner,  Vert-Gal- 
ante,  and  a  number  of  others  which,  owing  to 
federal  restrictions  may  not  be  offered  for  sale, 
with  a  collection  of  M.  Cayeux’s  newest  Painters’ 
Art  Shades.  The  foreign  iris  are  the  pick  of  the 
prize  winners  and  those  generally  acclaimed  by 
the  best  posted  iris  expei’ts  abroad  as  the  finest 
things  they  have  produced.  They  are  competing 
with  the  best  of  the  American  productions  and 
practically  all  will  bloom.  Last  year  the  race  was 
very  even,  American  breeders  holding  their  own 
with  magnificent  new  iris,  but,  with  a  single 
exception,  in  no  way  outdistancing  the  best  of 
the  French  and  English  newcomers. 

We  hope  you  may  see  them  and  enjoy  them 
and  make  notes  for  future  beauties  in  your  gard¬ 
ens,  when  the  newest  of  them  may  be  put  on  sale. 

There  is  no  ornamental  plant  that  lends  itself 
to  the  developing  of  subtle  as  well  as  striking 
color  combinations,  as  does  the  iris.  Little  in  the 
way  of  directing  prospective  purchasers  of  iris  in 
the  way  of  arranging  their  iris  has  hitherto  been 
attempted.  We  hope  our  suggestions  may  be  help¬ 
ful.  Inspecting  an  iris  collection  with  a  view  to 
harmonious  and  beautiful  color  combinations 
opens  a  new  vista  of  interest. 

You  may  see  some  of  these  combinations  in 
actual  bloom  and  note  the  effect.  There  is  no 
standard  of  taste  or  arrangement  in  color.  Differ¬ 
ent  artists  have  different  ideas  as  shown  by  their 
paintings.  You  may  inspect,  whether  you  like 
or  dislike  combinations.  These  will  suggest  others 
to  you.  The  suggestions  here  offered  have  been 
tried  in  our  gardens,  by  some  of  the  famous 
gardeners  of  the  country  or  suggested  by  design¬ 
ers  of  standing. 

You  will  have  opportunity  to  judge  of  the 
color  of  the  iris  for  the  garden  picture  with  these 
suggestions  before  you. 

This  catalog  has  been  compiled  with  the 
desire  to  be  helpful  both  in  the  selection  of  the 
finest  varieties  of  iris  as  well  as  their  happiest 
combination  in  the  garden.  We  shall  be  greatly 
gratified  if  we  have  succeeded  in  a  measure,  at 
least,  in  accomplishing  this  result. 

MRS.  DOUGLAS  PATTISON.

Fragrance  is  indicated  by  S.  F.,  slightly  fra¬ 
grant;  F.,  medium  fragrant  and  V.  F.,  very 
fragrant. 

Height  is  given  in  inches,  immediately  after 
the  name  of  the  flower;  40"  means  40  inches. 

“S.”  means  standards;  “F.”  means 
falls;  “A.M.”  is  Award  of  Merit;  “C. 

M.”  is  Certificate  of  Merit;  “H.M”  is 
Honorable  Mention;  “A.I.S.”  is  Amer¬ 
ican  Iris  Society;  “R.H.S.”  is  Royal 
Horticultural  Society;  “S.N.H.F.”  is 
Societe  Nationale  D’Horticulture  De 
France. 

“No  delivery  until  August  15,  1930” 
indicates  that  under  the  rules  of  the 
Federal  Horticultural  Board  we  can¬ 
not  deliver  that  certain  iris  until  that 
time. 

ALLURE  (Murrell,  1927)  M.  40"  S.F. 

This  fine  iris  is  an  entirely  new  break 
in  color,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
convey  an  adequate  impression  of  the 
dainty  and  pleasing  effect  it  gives. 

The  ground  color  is  a  rich  canary  yel¬ 
low  and  this  is  overlaid  and  flushed 
with  pink,  more  deeply  in  the  falls 
than  in  the  standards.  The  beard  and 
the  style  arms  are  yellow.  The  flower 
is  above  medium  size,  beautifully 
formed  and  poised,  with  ruffle  edged 
standards.  The  coloring  is  particularly 
lustrous.  The  plant  is  an  exceedingly 
vigorous  grower,  with  very  stout 
branched  stems.  The  exquisitely  deli¬ 
cate  tones  of  this  variety  become  more 
beautiful  when  planted  in  partial 
shade.  (The  colored  picture  is  about 
one-half  the  actual  size  of  the  flower.) 

Silver  Medal  at  the  English  Iris 
Show  in  1927.  $15.00 

AMBER  (Dykes  1924)  M.  36".  This 
is  a  very  striking,  fine,  pure,  deep 
yellow  self  color,  with  a  prominent 
reddish  gold  beard.  An  extremely  free, 
strong  grower.  Taller  than  Shekinah 
and  with  larger  flowers.  This  is  richer 
in  color  than  Gold  Imperial,  with  a 
very  much  larger  flower  and  about  3 


inches  taller.  This  is  a  magnificent  yellow,  the 
vigor  of  whose  growth  and  its  floriferousness  are 
not  surpassed  by  any  other  iris.
